lo The former ureseetory casino buildin; o: the east side of Stalin Square 
in Dunafoeldvar (Y 6/1 35) was occupied by a Ilunrarian unit of about 500 
troops for the first time in October 1950, The troops wore white-border= 
. ed red epaulets and collar patches and had Soviet rifles amd submachine 
fune with drum magazines. According to a lecal resident, the unit was — 
an AAA battalion. The same informant said that a unit headquarters, 
allegedly a division headquarters i, was transferred from Szekszard (y¥ 5/2 
66) to Dunagoeldvar in Novesver 1950, 


2. Prior to November 1950, about 100 soldiers wearin white-bordered red 
‘epaulets and collar patches wore quartered in the former industrial club 
north of the casino building, They arrived in Dunsgoeldvar between 10 
and 20 October 1950, Four AA guns of avout 10 mn with funnel-shaped 

. muzzle brakes were sean at the quarters. 


3. During the first half of October 1950, from 250 to 300 troens wearing. white- 
borderec red epaulets and collar patches were observed in the former 
cloister hospital just southwest of the industrial club. They were 
equipped with Soviet rifles and submachine runs vith Crum magazines. A 
parking lot for medium AA suns and motor vehicles was on the wost side 
of Dozsa Gyoergy Street, about 1 km northwest of the post of fice, About 
16 AA guns, an undetermined number of CMC trucks and jeeps, and sone 
soldiers wearirg Wit Varnerneree red epaniets and collar patches were observ» 
ed there, 


4. Two new barracks installations were under construction in Dunafceldvar 
in Noverber 1950. One installation was just south of the railroad station 
on the west side ef tre road to Paks (¥ 6/N 23), while the other installation 
was about 1 km nerthwest of the railroad station, sast of the railroad 
line to Szekesfehervar (Q 48/2 00). Hunrarian officers and EM wearing green 
service color were repeatedly seen in Lunsfceldvar. 


5. The bridge across the Danube River, which was blown up in 195, was - 


still under reconstruction in November 1950, The piers of the old bridge 
were used as substructure. + 
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A relative of source, who was inducted in Dembovar (¥ 5/B 16) in October 
1950, stated that a motorized artillery regiment equipped with Soviet 
stationed in Uombovar.
